THE PRICE OP THE BEVERAGE 
Something like eighty-five per cent of 


the coffee gro"«ri in the world comes from 
Brazil, and so it happens that all the na- 
tions of the earth each pay much or little 
tribute to that South American country. 
So great is the demand for coffee, and so 
large and strong is the Brazilian mono- 
poly of production*, that the federal gov- 
ernment at Rio de Janeiro is able to meet 
its financial obligations from the export 
tax. The Brazilian government is direct- 
ing the sale of coffee, allowing only a 
certain number of bags to be released ev- 
ery day. 
By this regulation of. supply, 


in connection with the vigorous demand 
for coffee, the price is being manipulated. 


It is predicted that coffee prices will 


be increased thirty-five to fifty-five per 
cent in the near future. 
Nothing -can 


keep the price down except a slackened 
demand for coffee. If we are to be guid- 
ed by experience, it is a safe guess that 
coffee will be as popular as ever. Cof- 
fee may be either a necessity or a lux- 
ury. 
"VThich ever it may be makes no 


difference, as it is one beverage whose 
price does not weaken the market. 
In 


fact, when the price of coffee increases, 
it is not unusual for the demand for the 
best grades to become firmer. 


The Brazilian monopoly can be reg- 


ulated by one means only. This is by pro- 
ducing staple grades of coffee on a large 
scale in competition. As conditions are, 
we must either pay the price or do with- 
out the coffee. 
Coffee prices have gone 


up in the past thirty days. 
They prob- 


ably will continue to rise until the Bra- 
zilian government finds out the exact 
maximum price that the world is willing 
to pay. 
This is always the way with 


monopoly. 


GIVE THE AMERICAN A SHOW 
The amendment to the immigration bill 


brought forward by Senator Eeed of 
Pennsylvania contains a certain element 
of startling originality. Tarious national 
and racial elements have been deluging 
congress with appeals for proper repre- 
sentation, in the immigration quota. .Sen- 
ator Reed's amendment actually recogniz- 
es the fact that if racial interests are to 
be considered impartially, 
the native's 


natural preference for his own breed 
should be given equal consideration with 
the similar preference for his own on the 
part of the foreigner. 


He therefore proposes that, after 1926, 


the total immigration should be cut down 
to 300.000. and that admissions of va- 
rious racial stocks shall be apportioned in 
proportions corresponding to the numbers 
of persons of the various racial stocks re- 
siding in the country in 1920. leaving 
out the descendants of slaves or involun- 
tary immigrants. This would practically 
settle the Japanese issue without giving 
offense, and probably would give southern 
and eastern Europe about one-sixth of the 
total of immigration. In doing this, it 
would automatically preserve our racial 
status about as it is now, and that is what 
most real Americans are calling for. what- 
ever their racial origin. 


Differences in race and language have 


their practical effect entirely apart from 
questions of superiority or inferiority. It 
is well known that the sons and daughters 
of native stocks are often crowded out of 
a place of employment simply because it is 
so filled with persons of alien race and 
language that they find it no place for 
them to live and work in. "Whole "occupa- 
tions are often taken over in this way by 
foreigners. 
The million young native- 


born coming forward each year, and join- 
ing our army of workers, have therefore 
a decided interest in the character of their 
imported co-workers. In the Eeed amend- 
ment the native stocks are given what 
seems to be a fair consideration. Since 
equal consideration for all races has been 
demanded, why not have it"

President Coolidge called attention, in 


his talk at the dinner of the AVhite House 
Correspondent's association, to organized 
campaigns to loot the federal treasury. 
He declared his belief in constructive 
economy, saying that "we should always 
keep in mind that there is no "way of tak- 
ing away from the people anything more 
than what public necessity requires." 
There are many methods of looting the 
public treasury. 
Graft diverts millions, 


as well as causing big losses. But it prob- 
ably does not hit the treasury as hard as 
"big appropriations which are not only un- 
necessary and wasteful, but which foster 
paternalism. 


The demands of many associations for 


public money andjpublic help are. as the 
President declared, worthy of notice. 
Others, however, should be denied. Mr. 
Coolidge described public opinion exactly 
wheh he said "it is necessary to make ex- 
penditures of government as moderate as 
we possibly can, in order that we may 
lea\r to the people the use of their own 
resources and the advantage of their own 
effort at production.:!

AN ARMY MOBILIZATION 


The war department's proposal to see 


what a paper mobilization of the organ- 
ized land forces of the country looks like 
when translated into an actual mobiliza- 
tion should be carried out in every detail. 
The national defense act of 1920 is either 
a program of practical defense, or an 
empty dream, and the act has been in 
force long enough to determine which it 
is. It is the first comprehensive and gen- 
eral national defense act, and the country 
should know how it is working out. 
In 


particular, the country should know what 
in the way of national defense it is get- 
ting for the $300.000.000 a year it is 
spending on its-land forces. 


The regular army and the national 


guard will look upon the mobilization as 
merely an incident in the day's work. As 
the first and second line of defense, they 
are, within the limits fixed by available 
appropriations, fit and ready for business. 
The third line—the organized reserve— 
will get its first real test. 
The- war de- 


partment will be able to take stock of the 
75,000 officers on its rolls and to find out 
where the enlisted reserve stands. 
The 


mobilization includes the machinery of the 
selective draft, which must work well if 
the man power of the country is to be*rc- 
cruited in haste. 


Soldiers and sailors do not win wars un- 


supported by the civilian population. The 
war department has the manufacturing re- 
sources of the country well accounted for. 
Tho mobilization should include them. It 
will be especially important if in this man- 
ner the public finds out that it would have 
as much, trouble getting airplanes as it .did. 
during the World war.

Lubricating Oil Should Be Changed Now to 


Summer Grade 


The winter 5s a hard time for any automobile, as the weather in most 


parts of the country is too cold to do any more work around the car than 
is absolutely necessary. 


Oae of the first thing's to attend to 5s your lubrication system. The oil 


you have been using- durinjr the cold weather is generally^ much lighter 
than that used during the^ summer. The warm weather will be with us 
in a few weeks, and it is just about time to think of changing to the sum- 
mer oil. The light oil you .have been using during the winter was neces- 
sary during the cold weather, but is altogether too light when the warm 
•weather arrives. 


Now is the time the old oil should be drained out of the crankcase and 


the oil pan removed and all sediment that may have collected cleaned out. 
Last week I explained how water, gasoline and road grit collect in the 
crankcase, rendering the oil worthless as a lubricant-' after you have run 
about 500 miles. 


The engine will run with this diluted oil, but it is not being lubricated 


properly very rapid wear taking place in your bearings and cylinder walls. 
This wear begins to be noticeable when you find your engine does not 
run as smoothly and quietly as it dfd when you first got it. If you run 
your engine for long periods without changing the oil, you can rely on it 
that you are shortening the life of your car from oOfo to /o<fo. 


The best time to drain the oil out 


of the crankcase, is just after you 
have come in from a ran, and while 
Vie engine is warm. Take out the 
arain plug and let the crankcase 
drain. 
There is usuallv a screen used to 


filter the oil at the cil filler hole, 
End if you have a force feed lubrica- 
tion svstam, there will be another 
screen" to filter the oil at the pump, 
llemove both of these and clean with 
r.-.soline. 
Usually the pump screen 


can be removed "when you unscrew 
the drain plug, but sometimes it 
cannot be removed until the oil pan 
is taken, off. .. 
Now "remove the oil pan by tak- 


ing out the bolts that hold 'it to the 
upper part o£ the crankcase. Some- 
times it is necessary to disconnei.; 
an oil pipe before the pan can be re- 
moved. Use care if this operation is 
necessary. Be careful when remov- 
ing the pan to see that you do not 
injure the .gasket. If it is broken or 
injured while taking off the pan, use 
a new one. A good stiff brush and. 
some gasoline' will enable you to 
clean the pan thoroughly. After re- 
placing the pan, fill up with about 
half a gallon of special flushing 
oil or a light lubricating oil, not kero- 
sene, then turn the engine over with 
the starter for about a minute, then 
remove the plug and allow the fiush- 


- ing oil to drain off. 


After flushing out, fill up witn 


fresh oil and allow engine to run for 
-a time, then examine the joint around 
the oil pan to see that it is oil tight. 
If it shows signs of leaking any- 
where, try tightening up the bolts. 
If this does not stop the leak then 
you will have to fit a new gasket. . 


By removing the oil pan, then 


flushing put as well, you give the 
engine lubrication system a thorough 
cleaning out and add many months 
to the life of the engine. 


At one time it was quite general 


practice to flush out the crankcase with kerosene after it was drained. 
This is not done any more, however, for it has been found to do a great 
deal more harm than good. 


In 3R engine using the splash.system of lubrication, .the kerosene lodges 


in the various depressions and pockets and cannot be completely removed 
without dismantling the engine. The kerosene that is left in the engine 
mixes with the fresh oil, diluting it, undoing all the good work you did 
when you dfained off the old oil. 


Kerosene will cut grit and sediment better than oil, but it will also 


carry the grit to bearings where it does considerable harm. If you drain 
the crankcase just after you come in from a run and while the engine 
is warm, you will drain off all of the grit and sediment that is in circula- 
tion. It is only nocessary to remove the oil pan once a season, after that 
die oil should be changed regularly every 500 miles.
